He was engaged 
in the Druid Hills murder mystery, the 
Gjilsey diamond robbery, and after hav- 
ing worked upon the case, was one of 
ihe prosecutors of Mrs. Daisy E. Grace. 
For the past several months he has 
held a desk sergeancy at headquarters, 
having been promoted by the board of 
police commissioners upon the recom- 
mendation of Chief Beavers.

Because of 
Bullard’s éfficiency for secret -service 
duty, Chief Beavers imdicates that it 
will be enlarged and operated in con- 
junetion with the detectiVe department 
in the apprehension of crooks, burglars 
and pickpockets. More men. will likely 
be assigned to the uptown districts 
and a larger number of patrolmen also 
will be sent to the residential deigh- 
borhoods.

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DENIAL OF CHARGE 
BY SPEER CLOSES 
CONINITTEE PROBE 


Federal Judge Is Given 
Three Weeks in Which to 
File Brief Replying te Ac- 
cusations. 
NO INDICATION GIVEN 
OF RESULT OF PROBE 


In Answering His Accusers, 
Judge Speer Attacks Dist. 
Attorney Akerman and 
Former Marshal Barnes. 


Savannah, Ga. January %81.—Hear- 
ings before a special congressional 
committee investigatingy the official 
record of United States District Judge 
Emory Speer, southern district of Geor- 
gia, were concluded here at 1:20 o’clock 
this afternoon. Members of the com- 
mittee left at 9 o’clock tonight for 
Washington. 

Chairman Webb announced that 
Judge Speer and his counsel would be 
given three weeks in which to fille a 
reply brief to the charges brought out 
during the investigation. > 

Members of the comigressional com- 
mittee declined to intimate what recom- 
mendations would be made to the 
house judiciary committee as a result 
of the two weeks’ investigation. The 
hearings began in Macon, Ga., January 
19. On January 26 the scene of the 
hearings was shifted to this city. 


Speer Denies Charges. 

-"™% Federal Judge Emory Speer wias 
called as a witness today before the 
committee. Just before the jurist was 
gaworn Chairman Webb announced that 
Judge Speer’s testimony would \com- 
plete the investigation. 

Judge Speer was interrogatted by 
H. Callaway, one of his counsel. The 
witness denied having told District 
Attorney Alexander Akerman that he 
would raise the latter's fees in a bank- 
ruptey case if he would withdraw his 
protest against fees awarded in the 
case of the firm of Talley & Heyward. 
In his testimony before the committee 
at Macon, Ga., Mr. Akerman declared 
that Judge Speer had made such a pro- 
posal. 

Judge Speer atso denied having 
threatened to sentence to jail any 
lawyer who sought to disqualify him 
in a case in which his son-in-law, A. 
H. Heyward, was counsel. Mr. Aker- 
man, in his testimony yesterday be- 
fore the committee, stated that Judge

Speer had made 
vember, 1910. , 

“I always. disqualifieé myself in 
cases where Talley & Heyward had 
connection,” declared Judge Speer “I 
had nothing whatever“to do with the 
partnership between Talley and Hey- 
ward. My son-in-law never consulted 
me. I did, however, delay the part- 
nership for a time on account of the 
Greene-Gayner case. I[ never asked 
for a favor for my son-in-law and it 
has never occurred to me that a law- 
yer who happens to be the son-in-law 
of a judge should be debarred from 
practicing his profession.” ; 

The witness also denied having had 
anything to do with the partnership 
of the law firm of Isaacs Heyward. 


He Attacks Akerman. 

Judge Speer was then asked to ex- 
plain the breach between himself and 
District Attorney Akerman. “Our dif- 
ferences,” said the witness, “grew out 
of our diverging views on questions 
involving the policy of the law and 
principles of morality upon which the 
Welfare of the people depended. In 
the first place I was anxious to en- 
force the revenue laws so as to aid the 
people of the south in enforcing their 
prohibition laws. 

“Mr. Akerman allied himself with 
the liquor interests and insisted that I 
nol prosse certain liquor cases. He 
insisted this was obligatory upon me 
because a compromise on these cases 
had been effected between the collec- 
tor of internal revenue and the attor- 
ney general. 

“Mr. Akerman was a very needy 
man when I first appointed him ref- 
eree in bankruptcy. I did not like his 
accepting ankerinant from the At- 
Coast Line Railroad company, 
district attorney, and I

Explains King’s Loan, 

Judge Speer also explained the loan 
made to him several years ago by H., 
M. King, former clerk of the United 
States court at Savannah. ‘Il had just 
come out of politics—four years in 
congress,” he testified, ‘and I was 
badly in debt. Mr. King sent me 
word he had some money which he 
would lend me at a low rate of in- 
terest. I accepted and gave my note. 
Later, when Mr. King, who become 
peeved with me, made demands for 
payment of the note I paid it prompt- 
ly. This money did not, of course, 
come from the registry of the court.” 

Judge Speer declared that John M. 
Barnes, former marshal in the jurist's 
court, was a man of malevolent mind. 

“The day Barnes came to me and 
spoke of what he had obtained in re- 
ceivership fees, I quoted to him from 
the life of Lord Chatham, saying, ‘And 


held up his hand and none of it stuck,’ 
referring to money handled by Lord 
Pitt, a paymaster in the British army. 

‘Barnes distorted ¢this, saying in his 
testimony before this committee that 
I remarked, ‘Well, what is there in it 
for me.’ ” 

Regarding the charge that he was 
absent from his district a longer por- 
tion of each year than the law pre- 
scribed, Judge Speer said he held open 
court on an average of 200 days a year 
and was entitled to a vacation. He 
added that he sometimes went to — 
Carolina because of hay fever, fr 
which he suffered. 

Deposit in Morgan's Bank. 

In explanation of the complaint made 
by several witnesses that the money 
derived from the sale of the Huff es- 
tate, in Macon, had been deposited in 
a Macon bank, ot which his brother- 
in-law. Cecil’ Morgan, is president, 
Judge Speer said: 

“This bank at the time was appoint- 
ed registry of the court, the only gen- 
eral depository in Macon. It was not 
customary for banks to pay interest on 
court registry funds.” 

Judge Speer was cross-examined by 
Chairman Webb, of the congressional 
committee. The jurist admitted having 
traveled on railroaa passes before the 
passage of the Hepburn act. “I rode 
free when overybody else rode free,” 
said the witness. 

The jurist also admitted that he rode 
free over the Central railroad while it 
was in the hands of receivers. “There 
has been a great change in sentiment 
since those days,” remarked Judge 
Speer, “and I have never violated the 
law against free passage.”

One of the features of the congres- 
sional investigation of charges of offi- 
cial misconduct on the part of, Federal 
Judge Emory Speer was the disclosure 
by Colonel Alexander .R.: Lawton of 
“the inside story” ‘of the wrecking of 
the old Central of Georgia Railroad and 
Banking companies. 

Colonel Lawton is vice president and 
head of the legal department of the 
Central of Goergia railway. No one 
ig more familiar with the history of 
that corporation than he. His testi- 
mony, which was given before the con- 
gressional committee _§ in Savannah 
Tuesday, brought out facts connected 
with the celebrated Central of Georgia 
receivership case that have never been 
told befoe. Colonel] Lawton was ,on 
the stand several hours, and the ste- 
nographer’s transcript of his testimony 
covers about fifty typewritten pages. 

But for Judge Speer’s action in ap- 
pointing a receiver for the Central 
Railroad and Banking company in 1892 
the corporation would have weathered 
the panic of the following year, ac- 
cording to Colonel Lawton, and wold 
have been in as good condition as the 
Central of Georgia railway, its suc- 
cessor, is today. r 

Colonel Lawton said the Central 
Railroad and Banking company was 
put in the hands of a receiver as a re- 
sult of proceedings instituted by Mrs. 
Rowena M. Clarke, of Charleston,

Describing the proper- 
ties of the company, he said it owned 
and controlled several railroads, bring- 
ing its total mileage to about 1,500 
miles. The lines were in Alabama, 
Georgia and South Carolina. It also 
controlled the New England and §Sa- 
vannah Steamship company. 
In Prosperous Condition. 


“The company had been in a very 
prosperous condition almost all of the 
time,” said Colonel Lawton. “It was a 
dividend paying property. It suspend- 
ed the payment of dividends during the 
seventies and put the profits in the 
property. It resumed paying dividends 
afterwards, ziving certificates for divi- 
dendg. 

“Up to 1886 most of the stock was 
owned by scattered stockholders. In 
1886 the Hollins syndicate began to 
buy stock and put in its own officers 
and directors in 1887. They sold to 
the Richmond Terminal company. That 


concern controlled it until the receiv- | 


ership. 

“In June, 1891, a lease was entered 
into whereby the railroad and steam- 
ship lines were leased to the Georgia 
Paciiic Steamship company, a4 subsidi- 
ary of the Richmond Terminal com- 
pany. The bank was not leased. 

“There was some difficulty in collect 
ing from the terminal company, but the 
corporation was going on without any 
difficulties that it knew of. We knew 
nothing of any difficulty until on 
March 4, when we were served with 
an order giving notice that General 
FE. P. Alexander had been appointed re- 
ceiver. and ordering us to show cause 
on March 14, why a permanent receiver 
should not be appointed. 

“At that time the market value of 
the stock was $110 a share. When, sév- 
eral years later, 
reorganized the stock sold for $4.50 a 
share. The securities of the subsidiary 
concerns also suffered. All securities 
of the company went down.” 

Questioned by Congressman — Fitz- 
henry as to the solvency of the com- 
pany at that time, Colonel Lawton said 
there was no contention that it was 
insolvent. The state legislature, it 
was brought out during the question- 
ing, had passed an act permitting guar- 
dians and others handling estates to 
invest in the stock of the company. 


Women and Children Hard Hit.

No Immediate Effect. 

He declared there was no immediate 
effect on the receivership of the rail- 
road companies, as officials had been 
appointed to assist in the management 
of thé properties. He also declared 
later the treasury was depleted 
and the company’s credit destroyed. 
He said that Hugh M. Comer advanced 
$100,000 because of the difficulty to 
obtain funds. 

He described a hearing in the case 
before Federal Judges Pardee and 
Speer in Macon. He said that at that 
time a’ subsidiary of the Richmond 
company, the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad company, was in difficulties, 
as well as other subsidiary concerns, 
and that the Richmond and Danville 
property went into the hands of re- 
ceiversr. 

The Richmond company then, Colo- 
nel Lawton testified, repudiated its 
lease,on the properties of the Central 
Railroad and Banking company,. pre- 
sumably in obedience to public senti- 
ment. “This left the company without 
funds, with its credit destroyed, its 
earnings spent to defray the indebted- 
ness of the Richmond and Danville 
road, and with its expenses unpaid,” he 
declared. The company was helpless. 

“We vigorously objected to the ap- 
pointment. of a receiver. My partner, 
Mr. Cunningham, and I went to Macon, 
1 thimk it was on Saturday, to appear 
at the hearing before Judges Pardee 
and Speer. At Judge Pardee’s invita- 
tion we went to the home of Judge 
Speer. We met Julian T. Davies and 
Charles C. Beaman, of New York, who 
represented large loans there. We 
were informed that the abandoning of 
the lease had left the property in a 
helpless condition, and of the desire of 
the court to put the directors in charge. 
These directors were the very gentle- 
men who had been charged with being 
creatures of the Richmond company, 
which had given up the lease.

What was worth $110 a 
share shortly before then was worth 
only $4.50 after the receivership.” 

“I know of no better evidence,” said 
Colonel Lawton, “that the directors 
were faithful than the opinion in that 
case delievered by Judge Speer. That 
was at a hearing after the appointment 
of a receiver. We never heard it even 
faintly Suggested after then that the 
directors were faithless.” 


Plans to Rehabilitate. 


Colonel Lawton told of plans to re- 
habalitate the company. He described 
pthe failure of the Hollins plan, which 
failed because it did not meet with the 
views entertained by some persons in- 
terested in the property. He said that 
in the spring of 1895 Thomas and Ryan 
began to reorganize the property, and 
after the reorganization it pwas turned 
over to the Central of Georgia Railway 
company, which was organized for that 
purpose on November 1, 1895. Bonds 
were issued, he said, and new securities 
were given for old securities. Part of 
the stock went to the Richmond com- 


pany. 

At this point the name of the late 
E. H. Harriman was brought in. Colo- 
nel Lawton said it was not known that 


he was interested in the property until 
later. Mr. Harriman continued to con- 
trol the railroad, he said, until 1909, 
when he sold to the Illinois Central- 
Railroad company. . 

While on the stand Colonel Lawton 
told of the Central furnishing free 
transportation to Judge Speer and 
members of his family. “We also 
transported from time _ to time his 
horses and on one occasion his vehicle, 
and at another time his servant or 
groom,” he declared. 

At Colonel Lawton’s request the prac- 
tice of issuing passes to Judge Speer 
was discontinued.

PLANNED FOR TODAY | 


Plotters Had Several Hun- 
dred Rifles Stored in Capi- 
tal— Requena’s Son Ap- 
‘peals to American Charge. 


Mexico City, Mexico, January 31.— 
With the arrest today of Jose Luis 
Requena, chief of the Felix Diaz po- 
litical organization, and two or three 
ather men and the discovery of the 
several yhundred rifles stored in the 
capital, the war department believes 
it has well in hand a new plot, which 
it is alleged had as its. object an at- 
tempt to-overthrow’ the ‘government 
tomorrow. 

The case has been handled by agents 


of General Blanquet, minister of war,’ 


and the chief of police, Colonel Fran- 
cisco Chavez, many of whose men are 
alleged to be implicated in the. treason- 
able plans, is inclined to doubt the 
accuracy of the war department's in- 
formation. 

How Plot Was Revealed. 
The arrests were determined 
after the submission to General Blan- 
quet of evidence discovered by a de- 
tective, who had represented himself as 
Juan Ortega, a well known ~ rebel, 
in the state of Michoacan 
and the territory of Tepic. The. detec- 
tive went to the home of Francisco 
Serrano, a civil engineer, at Tlalpam, 
with a letter said to have been writ- 
ten by another’ revolutionary chief, 
which appears to have convinced Ser- 
rano of the bearer’s identity as Ortega. 

The detective won Serrano’s confi- 
dence and offered to contribute $500 
and five hundred guns, promising that 

thousand men would join the new 
cause. Serrano, it is alleged by the in- 
telligence department of the war of- 
fice, sent a note to Requena asking his 
opinion regarding the acceptance of 
the offer. 

At the department there is a letter 
supposed to have been written by Re- 
quena to Serrano, in which Requena 
advises acceptance of the rebel’s offer. 
As if to corroborate the genuineness of 
the investigation, 6500 rifles have been 
brought to the government arsenal, 
which it is said were discovered in the 
place where Ortega said they were 
hidden.

Villar Is Arrested. 

Pedro Villar, an attorney who iden- 
tified himself with General Felix Diaz’s 
political fortunes, has been arrested. 
Icenrique Fernandez Castello, son-in- 
law of Requena, and prominent in the 
political affairs of the capital, is being 
sought by agents of the war depart- 
ment. 

The exact development of the plot 
and the exact form the new govern- 
ment was to take are things on which 
General Blanquet is uncommunicative 
nor do his agents profess to know the 
details. They claim to have evidence 
that the plan either was to install as 
temporary president General Fernando 
Gonzales, an army officer of repute, 
who is in Washington on leave, or Gen- 
eral Felix Diaz. 

Another feature which is interesting 
those working on the case is the re- 
ported disappearance from Paris of 
General Mondragon, a close friend of 
Diaz.. He was removed from the de- 
partment of war and sent to France on 
a special mission by President Huerta. 

As corroborative evidence, it is re- 
ported that an American while recent- 
ly in Havana was talking to General 
Diaz relative to a concession which he 
hoped to get in Mexico. Diaz advised 
him not to do anything further until 
he (Diaz) was in power, intimating 
that the time would not be long. 

He Planned Flight. 

Requena learned last night that his 
arrest wads probable and although to 
his friends he protested his innocence, 
he made plafis to leave the capital and 
sail from Vera Cruz February 10. He 
was arrested at his home before he 
could complete arrangements.

Juarez, Mexico, January 31.—Federal 
reinforcements today were ordered to 


Torreon, where the rébels are to make 
their next attack. General Garcia Hi- 
dalgo, with 400 soldiers, left Saltillo to 
join General Refugia Velasco, while ; 
Gustavo Maas with 3,000 men was sent | 
out to maintain the railroad between 
Torreon and Saltillo which, it was 
feared, the rebels might destroy. Asa 
precaution against a rebel. advance 
from Durango state, General Argumedo 
marched westward. 

In all, the federal garrison at Torre- 
on will be about 10,000, which will be 
Slightly fewer than the attacking reb- 
els. The federals appeared to be tak- 
ing safeguards against the expected 
rebel advance but their advance guard 
at Mapimi and Bermejillo has been 
withdrawn. : ! 

General Francisco Villa plans to 
place the bulk of his army in easy 
marching distance of the city before 
the assault opens.

Assurances from Mexico City that in 
case of an attack, Spaniards in Tor- 
reon would be protected, was accepted 
as applying to the federal treatment of 
Spaniards.

Jim Corbett Gets Interest- 
ing Letter From a Paris 
Friend—Is Johnny Coulon

Lo 
not let anyone tell you Johnson 15 50 
fat that he will have a had job, train- 
ing down to fighting weight. Herdoesnt 
look any too heavy right now. On tne 
eontrary, he looks as though he needed 
some sort of work to build him up. If 
ever a man had the appearance of an 
‘all in’ fighter, Johnson is the man, He 
is drawn f@nd peeked in the face and 
looks as ifa husky would have an easy 
time with him. Johnson seems to be 
suffering from an excess of some type 
of dissipation that is more injurious 
to the system than the kind of booze 
they deal to the folks back home. 

Going Stiff Pace. 

“EXvidentlvy the champion has been 
going a very stiff pace over here, 
While 1 never could claim intimate as- 
sociation with the black, have often 
come in contact with him in the states, 
but this was the first time 1 saw him 
since he has been in France. However, 
J have seeh enough of him in the past 
to know that his condition at present 
is not flattering to him. .

From most 
of the stuff that has been written and 
cabled over here in the past year we 
have pictured Johnson as a regular fat 
guy—one so big and gross that it 
would take many months to work the 
Surplus weight off.

‘As for Frank Moran’s chances of 
beating Johnson—if the match ever 
should take lace—well, the Pitts- 
burger is simply taking a chance.

Danny McKettrick, his manager, 
knows this, and if Johnson really is 
not there any more then Moran or any 
Other fighter would hav@ a good 
chance to lick him.

Frank is an earnest and willing fel- 
low, but when that’s said it is about 
all. There are several fellows in this 
country—white men at that—who can 
beat Moran. At least I think so. “Gun- 
boat” Smith outpointed the Pittsburg 
man, and that happened before the 
Gunner was as good as he is right 
now. Moran’s latest mill on this side 
was with Al Palzer, and when he beat 
that giant we thought he might 
amount to something, after all. But 
in the light of recent developments 
concerning Palzer’s eondition at the 
time Frank’s stock has taken a sharp 
slump. Sickness had robbed Palzer of 
much of his strength and he proved 
an easy victim for Moran, as he was 
again a few weeks later on in the bout 
with Dan Daly, Jimmy Dime’s heavy- 
weight. 

Jess Willard, if he would fight and 
not stall, would stop a fellow like Mo- 
ran inside of ten rounds. In fact, I 
think Willard could trim any white 
héavyweight, and possibly the blacks, 
if he could but be developed into an 
aggressive fighter. “Gunboat” Smith 
is another whose record entitles him 
to a chance at the champion over Mo- 
ran. Smith has beaten practically all 
the white hopes, either by knockout 
or via the decision route, and looks the 
best in the game, barring Willard. And 
this pair has been matched for twenty 
rounds at San Francisco July 4 next. 
The winner of that battle will be in 
linector a match for the world’s title.

Keep a 
boxer out of the ring and out of train- 
ing for more than a year and it takes 
several bouts and plenty of boxing in 
training to restore his judgment of 
distance—which is a very important 
part of a successful fighter’s box of 
tricks,

above. To get. the proper range of an 
opponent plenty of boxing in practice 
bouts is required. Just-as in any sport 
where the eye cuts a figure.

How to Build Good Roads. 
(Harry Wilkin Perry, in Leslies’.) 


There is only one right solution of 
the road problem, and that is the con- 
sitruetion of permanent roads. Every 
road built wholly or in part with funds 
provided by the state or federal gov- 
ernment should have a length of life 
equal to the life of the bonds issued 
to raise the money to pay for them. 
The foundation, bridges, culverts and 
retaining walls at least should have 
such durability; otherwise future gen- 
erations will find themselves doubly 
burdened in paying off these old bonds 
‘and at the same time raising money 
for the rebuilding of the roads. _ 
The use oc’ bitumens or tar for binder 
in place of water increases the life of 
the macadam road and allays the dust 
nuisance, but does not- provide a per- 
manent road, because such binders un- 
dergo themical changes and disinte- 
grate in time. The bituminous road is 
great. improvement on the ordinary 
however, par-

wuter-bound highway, ; 
ticularly for light traffic. The first re- 
quirement of a permanent road is a 
foundation that .will sustain heavy 
“loxnds and which will not be affected 
by frost and water. All through roads 
between large centers of population 
should be built strong enough to sus- 
tain ordinary city traffic, because in- 
ter-eity traffic with motor trucks and 
moter stages will be one of the great 
cevelopments of the next quarter cen- 
tury, particularly at, distances of 100 
iviles and less:. Such traffic is becom- 
ing an economic necessity because of 
freight congestion on the railroads and 
the requirements of long haul traffic. 
Conerete appears to be the best and 
cheapest foundation material. In fact, 
no other material is needed to make 
a good road. However, a top surface 
of vitrifled brick, hardwood, block, sheet 
asphalt or crushed stone mixed with 
ta#® or asphaltum will contribute to the 
life of the concrete foundation and 
some of them will afford horses a bet- 
ter footing and deaden the sound. Such 
are especially desirable in 
(onerete roads, however,

FOOTBALL HEROES MAKE 


SUCCESSFUL POLITICIANS 


New York, January 31.—(Special.)— 
That college football with its rigor- 
ous training, necessity for self con- 
trol and ability to surmount repeated 
setbacks on the part of its players, is 
particularly fitting for a successful 
political career later in life would ap- 
pear to be indicated by the number of 


famous players who have _ achieved 
positions of prominence in both state 
and nation. 

There is seldom an election of im- 
portance in which some football player 
is not elevated to public life by the 
voters of one or another political par- 
ty.

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TESTING CYLINDERS 
BY THE FORD PEOPLE 


Detroit. Mich. January 31.—The 
work of turning out Ford cars abounds 
in minute details of production. 

A uniaue method is used to test cyl- 
inders to ascertain if they have been 
bored accurately to a thousandth of an 
inch, this allowing for the 
movement of the piston head. 

By old machine shop methods the 
evlinder was bored out and the piston 
head turned and then one was fitted to 
‘he other. When Ford production ran 


up into hundreds of motor cars per day 
it was obviously impossible to test in 
this wav. as cylinders were bored in 
one portion of the plant while the pis- 
tons were being turned a great dis- 
ance away. 
‘A device was therefore worked out in 
which an electric globe is used to make 
the test. When a cylinder has been 
bored to the correct size it is slid ove! 
an electric globe. A piston guage of 
the exact size of a piston head is then 
slid into the cylinder and the tester 
examines it carefully to ascertain i 
any light leaks around the guage. If 
there is no sign of light it means that 
the evlinder has been bored properly 
but if light shows the cylinder is re- 
jected as defective.

It is understood, how- 
ever, that the testimony will show thet 
the Monroe had stopped her ehgines 
and was almost at a standstill when 
the collision with the Nantucket oc- 
curred. It is also said the record will 
show that the Nantucket was steam- 
ing toward the Monroe after the latter 
had blown two whistles three times. 

It is further stated that the testi- 
mony will show that Captain Berry, 
the second officer and the quarter- 
master of the Nantucket were all in 
the pilot house of their ship when the 
two vessels came together and that 
the lookout on the Monroe saw the 
lights on the mast of the Nantucket 
about two minutes before the crash 
occurred. These lights were seen 
dimly through the dense fog. 

It is also expected that the testi- 
mony taken at the investigation will 
show that the Monroe and Nantucket 
met about 24 miles southwest of Win- 
ter Quarter lightship at 1:30 a. m., 
January 30, in a dense fog, with a 
light southerly wind and a choppy sea, 
with a slight swell. 

The Monroe met light fogs inter- 
mittently after passing out of the 
capes and had stopped frequently 
while tney surrounded the ship. Th: 
Monroe was equipped with an auto- 
matic. time whistle, and this was blown

Fog Horn Was Blown. 


When the heavy fog wrapped the 
vessél near Winter Quarter lightship, 
the Monroe, it is said, stopped and, 
after blowing the fog horn every 
minute, gave two blasts, to which the 
Nantucket responded. She then re- 
peated the two blasts twice and al- 
most before the last one had died 
away the bow of the Nantucket 
ploughed its way into the Monroe’s 
starboard just above amidships at an 
angle of about forty-five degrees. As 
soon as the Nantucket backed away 
the Monroe began to list and in ten 
minutes had sunk. 

That more boats were not lowered 
from the Nantucket and more people 
were not saved was due to the swift- 
ness with which it all happened and 
was over.

VAIN FIGHT OF HUSBAND 
TO SAVE LIFE OF WIFE 


New York, January 31.—Survivors of 
the disaster of the steamship Monroe 
reached here today aver the Pennsyl- 
vania railrad from Norfolk. Among 
them was Thomas Harrington, of 
Bridgeport, Conn., accompanying the 
| body ef his wife, who died after being 
j}taken aboard the Nantucket. 
' It was Harrington who swam in the 
cold water supporting his wife by hold- 
-ing her hair in his teeth. “I am too 
| weak to talk,” he said. “All that I 
know is that my wife is dead.”’ 

Harrington’s leheen: Joseph, met him 
‘Tell what happened, Tom,” said 
the father. “We all want to know, and 
(it will get it off your mind.” 

Then, in a dull monotone the young 


Harrington and his wife had a state- 
‘room on the side where the Monroe 
|was rammed. When the shock came, 
ihe said, “we got up and dressed, and 
; wasted time that might have saved the 
' poor girl’s life.” 

By the time they reached the main 
Saloon the ship had keeled so that the 
‘side wall was their floor. “There was 
said Harrington, “and Mar- 
Saret was thrown twenty feet and 
lodged under the bench built along the 
sides of the cabin. I slid and scram- 
bled after her. When 1 took hold of 
her she screamed and pointed to her 
poor right arm. 

“It was broken and hanging limp. 

““Don’t touch me,’ she screamed. ‘Let 
me die.” I told her she would have to 
come, and she would feel better about 
it later. Oh, God she was right, and I 
didn’t know it. But I got her loose. 
Then the ship sagged back again and 
there was a rush of water that washed 
us out to the deck. [ managed to ge 
off our outer clothes. Then we let go 
and the ship went from under us.” 

Harrington told how he tried to 
swim, holding his wife by the broken 
arm, but this pained her so that finally 
he twisted her long hair into a rope 
close to her head, and, taking it in his 
teeth, floated on his back, keeping the 
woman's head on his chest. 

One lifeboat passed within ten feet, 
he said, and ignored their calls for 
help. After nearly two hours another 
boat came. “I held Margaret up to 
them,” continued Harrington, “and a 
Sailor said: 

“‘Let her go; she is dead.’ 

“‘She is not dead,’ I said to him, ‘and 
you take her aboard, if you don’t want 
to go to hell with murder on your soul.’ 

“So they took her in. And she open- 
ed ner eyes and smiled at me. 

“When they got me aboard the ship 
they put her in one stateroom and left 
her and put me in another. I believe 
that if a doctor had been with her right 
away with stimulants she might be 
‘alive now. But they were all mixed 
up, and when I found where she was 
lying all alone she was dead.”

SITUATION IN HAITI 
CAUSES SOME ANXIETY 


Washington, January 31.—The entry 
into Port au Prince, Haiti, of General 
Davilmar Theodore, who has succeeded 
in one week’s time in overthrowing an 
apparently secure constitutional gov- 
ernment, is awaited by the state depart- 
ment with some anxiety, though the 
presence of a considerable interna- 
tional naval force is reassuring. 

Although American naval officers are 
without specific instructions, it is un- 
derstood Captain Robert L. Russell, 
commander of the battleship South 
Carolina, would not hesitate to employ 
any force, necessary to prevent fighting 
within the town that might jeopardize 
the safety of Americans. As senior 
naval officer present, Captain Russell's 
policy undoubtedly would be adopted 
by German, British and French offi- 
cers, either present or soon to arrive 
at Port au Prince. 

The main concern of officials here is 
as to the future of the aitien re- 
public. They probably will insist that 
any person who assumes the presiden- 
tial office must have the support of a 
majority of the Haitien people. It is 
expected that sooner or later some 
pressure must be brought to bear to 
induce the new leaders to hold a con- 
Stitutional election to that end. 

Advices to the state department to- 
day indicated that three Haitien offi- 
cials were marching on the capital. 
There is no information as to their 
purposes except in the case of Davil- 
mar Theodore, who is reported already 
to have announced his intention to pro- 
Claim a dictatorship. Theodore is re- 
puted to have by far the most numer- 
ous army behind him.

“We, in. the United States, are di- 
vided among ourselves as to the right 
and wisdom of exempting our coast- 
wise vessels. Mr. Knox and I think that, 
under the treaty, when its history is 
taken into consideration, we have the 
right to levy tolls on foreign shipping, 
Mr. Choate and Mr. Root differ from 
us. Congress, in my time, thought we 
had the right. Now we doubtless shall 
have to arbitrate the matter, unless 
congress reverses itself.”

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Little Talks on Babyology | 
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By Anna Steese Richardson, Director of the Better 
Babies Bureau, of The Woman's Home Companion 


BABY’S SOURCE OF HEALTH AND 
STRENGTH—FOOD. 

The last article on this fascinating 
subject of Babyology defined the sci- 
ence of baby study, and told how it 
had sprung from the Better Babies 
contests. 

Perhaps the most amazing feature of 
my visits to these contests, where I 
watched doctors and mothers examin- 
ing the babies, was the large number 
of women who did not know their own 
babies. Oh, yes, they knew Baby’s 
name, the color of his hair and his 
eyes, the exact point where his cheek 
or his chin broke into a delightful 
dimple, the side of his family from 
which babykins got his many good 
points and his few bad ones, the day 
when he had first sat up or toddled 
across the floor, these and many other 
things the mothers knew, but still they 
did not know what was going on inside 
of baby, in the digestive apparatus on 
which so much of his health and hap- 
piness depend. 

Of course, if Baby could talk, Mother 
would know exactly how he feels, be- 
cause he could explain where the ache 
is located. But when one’s means of 
communication is limited to wriggling, 
and rolling up his eyes, and emitting 
disturbed yaps, Mother must look for 
signs or symptoms to take the place 
of worded complaints. 

And there are so many ways in 
which the flesh, the skin, the eyes, the 
very actions of a baby indicate that 
his digestion is not in good working 
order. And when the digestion is not 
working, Mother must go directly to 
the Cause—Baby’s food. e who are 
Old and strong and seasoned know 
what ills follow on the trail] of indi- 
gestion. How we should sympathize 
with a tender baby whose sufferings 
we can alleviate by just righting the 
system of feeding! 

If the food does not agree with 
Baby, he may ‘be puny or over-fat; he 
may be drowsy and listless or fretful 
and restless; he may be out of propor- 
tion in his measurements or be may 
have a rash. 

Here are some of the things I saw 
and heard at the Better Babies con- 
tests. As [I toid you in the last article, 
babies are examined at contests by 
Physiclans for physical proportions, 
strength, condition of muscle, skin, di- 
gestive and respiratory organs, the 
senses and intelligence or mental de- 
velopment. An attractive 18-months- 
old was undergoing the physical test 
when the physicians discovered a rash 
on its abdomen. They penalized the 
child for this rash, and the mother 
protested. 

“Why,” she cdied. 
ways had that rash. 
birthmark.” 

“No,” answered the physician, “it’s a 
symptom of too rich food. You are 
either over feeding this baby or giv- 
ing him food that is too heavy, milk 
that is too rich for him to digest.” 

And they went into the question of 
baby’s diet then and there—Mother’s 
first practical lesson in Babyology. 

Again a mother presented a delicate, 
doll-like. baby gil for examination, 
perfectly proportioned but under 
weight, under height for its age. Ex- 
quisite asto silken curls and hose petal 
cheeks, Baby leaned wearily against 
mother, watching the doctors languidly 
from eyes around which there were 
blue circles. Think of that! Blue cir- 
cles round the eyés of a baby that had 
not yet celebrated its first birthday! 

It did not take the doctors long to 
analyze that baby’s trouble and to in- 
troduce Mother to her child’s true con- 
dition. 

“Mrs. S——.,’’ said the doctor, 
are starving that baby.” 

The mother was shocked and hurt.

A well balanced diet. made up from 
a variety of foods which the mother 
craves, will nourish both mother and 
child. 

Meat that is easily digested, like 
chicken, beef and lamb. is better than 
pork and veal. Fish may occasionally 
be substituted for meat, and eggs are 
desirable if they do not create a bilious 
condition. Green vegetables and fresh 
or stewed fruits the mother. should 
have in quantity. On the other hand, 
she should avoidg excesses in_ diet, 
whether this be tea, coffee, sweets or 
pastries. Light desserts do no harm, 
but rich pies arid puddings that keep 
the mother awake at night will have 
precisely the same effect on the baby.

Yet she had been 
forcing herself to drink the malt, be- 
cause an elderly neighbor had told her 
what wonders it had done for other 
women. Doctors. not neighbors, should 
be consulted in these problems of Baby-

Wall street has been unable to agree 
over the bearing that this week’s de- 
cision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the so-called “industrial 
railroad” case has upon the fight 
‘being made by fifty eastern railroads 
for a 5 per cent increase on freight 
rates.

New York, January 31.—Cotton was 
somewhat irregular today, but on the 
whole showed rather a steadier under- 
tone, owing to reports of continued 
good spot demand, and indications that 
trade interests were moderate buyers 
of contracts on declines. Closed 
steady, from 8 to 5 points net higher. 

Better cables than expected, favor- 
able reviews of the dry goods trade 


and bullish southern spot advices ap- | 


peared to inspire a scattered covering 
at the start. First prices were 2 to 
6 points higher and active months sold 
6 to 8 points above yesterday’s close 
during the early trading. The demand 
was supplied by houses with European 
and soOuthern -connections, however, 
and the market soon weakened under 
a renewal of scattering liquidation. 
The south seemed to be selling more 
cotton here than recently, which ap- 
peared to create an unfavorable im- 
pression around the local ring, on the 
ground that it might be partly in the 
way of hedging by spot holders.

Presidential and municipal suffrage 
has. been granted to Illinois women. 
States where amendments are now be- 
fore voters are, Montana, Nevada, North 
Dakota, South Dakota. These states 
will vote on the question in 1914. States 
where amendments have passed one 
legislature and must pass another, are 
lowa, New York and Pennsylvania. 
States where initiative petitions are 
under Way, Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio. 
States where legislatures meet in 1914, 
(;eorgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Mississippi, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
Virginia. The legislatures of Mississip- 
pi and of South Carolina have defeated 
the measure presented for the enfran- 
chisement Of women within the past 
week, and South Carolina, like Georgia, 
jas put her foot down on permitting 
her women to practise law in that old 
secession state. In New Jersey the suf- 
frage amendment passed the last legis- 
lature by a vote of 14 to 5 in the senate 
and 46 to 5 in the house; but the state of- |} 
ficials whose duty it was to advertise! 
it in the papers of all the counties, 
néglected to do so; hence it will have 
to be all @one over again. Maine and 
West Virginia gave a majority vote of 
both houses for the measure, but fell 
short of the needed two-thirds. In 
Michigan it passed the legislature, but 
was beaten at the polls. In Wisconsin 
it passed the legislature, but was ve- 
toed by the governor.

[ accepted the presidency with trem- 
bling and misgivings, handicapped by 
inexperience and realizing fully that 
nothing but implicit faith, hard and 
constant work, would accomplish the 
purpose for which this association was 
founded—the establishment of an in- 
dustrial school for mountain girls. 

Appreciating the good material in 
our mountains, with a deep sympathy 
for the need of education and uplift, 
and knowing the lack of opportunity 
there were the motives which prompt- 
ed me to take up a work which meant 
self-sacrifice—sacrifice of home duties 
to a great extent—and putting aside 
social pleasures. 

Suppported by a few sister officers, 
we plunged into the work with an 
earnestness which was obliged to bring 
results; and as naturally as night fol- 
lows day, our membership inrceased 
and money found its way into our 
treasury. At the end of two years’ 
work we established at Mineral Bluff, 
Ga., the Mineral Bluff Industrial School 
for Mountain Girls. We opened in a 
ten-room gift building with about 
seven bright, but unawakened, girls, 
with the purest Anglo-Saxon blood 
coursing through their veins. These 
girls, so long hidden away among the 
Appalachian spurs, were too ignorant, 
through poverty and non-communica- 
tion,. to appreciate the grandeur. of!

Since my appointment as chairman of 


library extension of the Georgia Feder- 
ation of Women's Club I have been 
trying to find out what my predeces- 
sors did and where they left off so I 
would know how to begin my work. 

In going over the minutes I find, in 
December. 1906, the federation decided 
to observe Washington's birthday, Feb- 
ruary 22, as Library day, and as this 
action has never been rescinded I feel 
that it is no presumption to ask that 
all the clubs this year observe it in 
some appropriate way. As it will be 
impossible to write to each club, let me 
ask each club president to read these 
suggestions to her club and ask them 
to act upon them. 

These plans were approved by the 
executive board in Atlanta last week. 

It. may be observed in connection 
with your regular program on a regu- 
lar club day or a program mey be ar- 
ranged especially for Library day, hav- 
ing talks on the “Influence of Books,” 
or other appropriate subjects. The fol- 
lowing proved very interesting at a 
recent meeting of a Mothers’ club I 
attended: 

“Psychology of Reading. (a) Kind of 
Book. (b) Time to Begin a Child’s 
Reading. (ec) Current Literature.” Dis- 
cussion, “Shall I compel My Child to 
Read?” Music and light refreshments 
might well be added. 

This year it comes on Sunday so, of 
course, observe it another day. 


Accumulation of Books. 

Many of the old clubs already ob- 
serve Library day and use the books, 
; magazines and pictures collected for 
permanent or traveling libraries in the 
country schools. This is well and I 
would urge them to continue this work. 
Yet, I find for some reason, either no 
need or a failure to find suoh a need, 
in some instances there has been an 
accumulation of books for which there 
was no demand. Now, if the clubs will 
let me know what they have, I will try 
to find out where they can be placed. 

If you have a “book shower’”’ for this, 
let me beg you, Georgia club women, to 
j}earefully select your books. In this 
work the children’s books, of which 
there are so many good ones; are nearly 
always best, for a good book for the 
child is equally enjoyed by the parents, 
for are we not all only grown-up chil- 
dren? 

To find the need: for these, interview 
your county superintendent of educa- 
tion and meet the country school 
teachers and work with them. 

But whatever you do, don’t send out 
'a single trashy book; better never send 
any. If anyone should thoughtlessly 
contribute one, just quietly burn it up 
and then it can do no harm. It takes 
a discriminating mind to read many of 
the books that are flooding the country 
today, and when one is sent out you 
never know into whose hands it may 
fall and whose life it may influence. 


Loan Libraries. 

The next request, and one in which 
Il am especially interested, because 
there is a great demand for it and also 
because it was so successfully carried 
out under dear Mrs. McCabe's leader- 
ship, is for you to help re-establish a 
toan library of reference books for the 
use of the clubs themselves, that is, for 
your own club and mine and all the 
other clubs that have not the use of 
large libraries. 

No doubt there are already many 
clubs in the state that have on hand 
fine reference books they have used 
and could give to the federation with a 
copy of their year-book outlining the 
study. Has your club such a collec- 
tion? And will you let it be passed on 
from club to club each year? I am 
sure it would prove a joy and a 
; blessing. 

Many of the old ¢dlubs remember when 
they had the use of the old federation 
library books on music, art, literature, 
history, domestic science and architec- 
ture. Some of these and perhaps all of 
them were worn out by use. Now, won't 
you, by gifts of books or money to buy 
‘ithem, help to get this re-established in 
' time for the clubs to use this: fall? 
Don’t send me the books you collect, 
|but write me immediately after your 

meeting what you have to give to this 
and I will have it published and when 
' the request for them is received the}! 
books can be sent direct to the club 
which wants them. ‘ 

I have asked the chairman of each 
' department to furnish @ list of suitable 
books for this library. These will be 
published very soon. 

Of special interest is Mrs. M. M. 
Parks’ outline of study on “Home Eco- 
nomics.” which is soon to be sent to 
each club in the state. Her list of 
books needed for this study 1 hope will 
be among the first contributed. 

She also sends a list of helps the gov- 
ernment gives, so you don’t have tae 
wait, but can write to your congress- 
man and get these bulletins right away. 


The Club and the Home. 

You Know you cannot be a good club 
woman till you are a good homemaker. 
For what is club work but a better 
preparation for wifehood and mother- | 
hood’ So let us study the problems of 
the home. 

The club women today are trying to 
make their own and others’ homes bet- 
ter, and it is only things that affect the 
‘home and the children that the women's 
clubs tr to influence.

The first installment of the diary of the late Mrs. Livingston Mims, of 
Atlanta, is published today, the date of the first notation being June 25, 1876, 
in Savannah, Ga. Mrs. Mims was a Miss Harper, of Brandon, Miss., a woman

of striking beauty and social prominence. She married Major Mims in 1866. 
He was a planter, scholar, and served in the legislature of Mississippi, re- 
signing to enter the confederate army, becoming a member of the staff of 
General Joseph Johnston. He rendered gallant service to the cause, and at 
the close of the war entered the insurance business as partner with General 
Johnston. They were living in Savannah, Ga., leaders in social life there, 
when Mrs. Mims makes the first notes in her remarkable diary. These are 
supplemented frequently by Major Mims. Both were people of literary 
talents and artistic tastes, the marked people of their time, in public life, in 
literature, and in society. Following a close personal study of the Bible, 
Mrs. Mims became a pupil of the first classes organized by the Christian 
Science advocates, and a disciple of the teachings of Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy. 
She organized the first followers of Christian Science in: Atlanta, and through 
her efforts and influences the first church was built in Atlanta, Mrs. Mims 
conducting the dedicatory exercises. She became a member of the faculty 
of the College of Metaphysics organized by Christian Science. 

As near as possible the exact notes made by Mrs. Mims are reproduced 
as she made them. In order to distinguish what she wrote from the sup- 
plementary notes made by Major Mims, hers are signed “S. M.,” and his 
“-_. 4” ISMA DOOLY.

Never 
was it more manifest than when 
Seward, who, mainly to get up a 
political sensation, and to unite 
the north and south in a common 
cause, if possible, demanded of 
Louis Napoleon immediate recall 
of Maximilian from Mexico, and 
the withdrawal of all claim to 
govern that country; which de- 
mand, though so impudent, was 
immediately obeyed.

ITOHNSTON’S ESTIMATE 
OF SHERMAN. 


General Johnston had a proper 
estimate of Sherman and well 
knew his over-weening vanity and 
egoism. He told me that Sherman, 
with his advantage of position 
when he, Johnston, was at Dal- 
ton, and with supertority of num- 
bers, should have inflicted dam- 
ages on his ¢Johnston’s) army, and 
prevented the retreat he made. 
Feeling Sherman’s incapacity to 
avail himself of the natural advan- 
tages in his behalf, he was confi- 
dent in his retrogressive move- 
ment. Sherman, seeing that he did 
not properly avail himself of these 
advantages, and with his disposi- 
tion to always throw blame on oth- 
ers. tried to place it in this in- 
stance on the gallant McPherson 
(now dead, and unable to answer 
for himself). Sherman charges 
that McPherson did not properly 
conduct the movement 
Johnston. Boynton, in his review 
of Sherman’s book, assails Sher- 
man for his defeat, and defends 
McPherson. 

Johnston conducted his retreat 
in such maner as to win general 
commendation from both sides, 
and has told me, he felt when he 
had cross'« the Chattahoochee. 
with Atlanta well fortified in his 
rear. their fortunes were reversed. 
His were the advanteges, and 
Sherman's the disadvantages. 
Johnston says he is confident he 
would have gained a great victory 
over him. but for his removal from 
command. 

ceneral Jolinston alWavys assert 
ed that by the confederate law 
giving rank to officers of old Unit- 
ed Stites army. who were in ou 
Confederate army, he _ ranked 
all others. His rank in the United 
States army was brigadier general. 
He said had he been brought in 
contact with Lee he would not 
have obeyed his order, but made 
and insisted on his' seniority. 
When General Lee in the end was 
made generalissimo of our armies, 
the question was settled against 
General Johnston.

OF METROPOLITAN OPERA. 


The Constitution today announces the 
full program of the annual one-week en- 
gagement for this city of the Metropolitan 
Opera company of New York and Atlanta. 
The season opens April 27, running a full 
week, with eight performances. 

The story of grand opera in Atlanta is 
already one of brilliance unequalled by any 
city of Atlanta’s size in the world. 

The season of 1914 will be more brilliant 
than ever. For never before in the four pre- 
ceding Atlanta seasons has such an attract- 
ive program been presented. 

The statement is borne out by the de- 
tails of the week’s engagement published 


elsewhere. 

The season in New York, Paris, Beireuth, 
Munich, London and Budapest runs longer 
than in Atlanta, but in not one of them do 
so many stars of the class here shown ap- 
pear in the brief course of one week, as in 
Atlanta. The fact, simply stated and with 
studied lack of exaggeration, gives Atlanta 
self-evidently a musical distinction that is 
world-wide. 

The newspaper reader of Atlanta and 
the south is familiar with tne development 
of the phenomenal history of grand opera 
in Atlanta. Cities of more than twice At- 
lanta’s size and wealth had _ heretofore 
sought to induce the Metropolitan Opera 
company to play in repertoire, and with a 
full cast, the operas and the artists appear- 
ing at the Metropolitan in New York. 

Atlanta inaugurated her first season of 
grand opera four years ago as a courageous 
experiment, builded upon faith in Atlanta's 
love of music, faith in the city’s strategic 
importance in the south and faith in civic 
pride and initative. 

The guarantee fund for the first year 
was far over-subscribed, those who under- 
wrote the venture fully prepared and par- 
tially expecting to have to go down in their 
pockets for at least a part of the sums 
opposite their names. 

The very first season assured the per- 
manency of grand opera as an annual insti- 
tution. It vindicated every contention of the 
men who had launched the movement. 
Music-lovers and representative citizens of 
every southern ‘state flocked here. Atlan- 
tans themselves patronized the operas in 
record numbers, either vying in bidding for 
‘boxes and season tickets or where love for 
music was greater than financial resources, 
“saving up” for a favorite opera or a favorite 
star. 

The second, the third and the fourth sea- 
sons duplicated and exceeded the record of 
the first. Atlanta, with typical spirit, had 
accomplished what larger cities had found 
to be impossible. None were more 
astounded by the development than 
business and artistic management of the 
grand opera company. They had become 
used to losing engagements outside of New 
York. The enthusiasm with which Atlanta 
wrote a different chapter amazed them. A 
year ago Otto Kahn, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, announced that out of deference to 
Atlanta’s achievement the company would 
thenceforth limit its repertoire seasons ‘to 
New York and Atlanta. Thus it is that 
Atlanta, a city of approximately 200,000 
inhabitants, shares with New York the 
unique distinction of a season of Metropol- 
itan opera as an annual event. 

Its value to the city from the point of 
view of prestige is incalculable. And the 
season of 1914 will mark a new “farthest 
-Borth” in Atlanta’s grand opera record.

SOCIAL CENTERS. 

In her effort to make the country 
school a secial center, Miss Margaret Wood- 
row Wilson, daughter of the president, has 
hit upon a thoroughly sound and proven 
idea. Miss Wilson interrupted a civic im- 
provement in Washington recently, long 
enough to declare “the social center move- 
ment in the final analysis is the funda. 
mental principle of democracy.” 

The president’s daughter is right. Since 

common school education became an accept- 
ed part of the life of this country, 
tle red schoolhouse” has been a synonym 
for democracy, democracy of the sort that 
founds a mutual bond between people and a 
mutual meeting ground. 
With the complications of an advancing 
civilization, the multiplication of wealth 
and the creation of new classes and semi- 
classes, we have lost sight of the Intrinsic 
value of the “little red schoolhouse” as a 
common denominator of the essentially sim- 
ilar activities of people giving over to agrt- 
cultural pursuits. We need to revive the 
interest in this humble institution and, as 
they do in France, Germany and England, 
employ the school as a rallying-point for 
the forces of civic endeavor. 

To a certain and very large extent. the 
church supplies a place where people of all 
classes and modes of thought may gather 
as a clearinghouse of energy and experience, 
and a merger of effort for the general wel- 
fare. But the church, at the last analysis, 
is essentially religious and denominational. 
What is needed is a forum where the inev- 
itable differences of creed may not obtruds 
to deflect the minds of men and women 
from the one channel of determination to 
better the life and standing of their com- 
munities, gauging that duty from a civic and 
not a sectarian point of view. 

If in Georgia, for example. each school- 
house in each school district were made 
a common center for public meetings, held 
not when great crisis made meeting neces- 
sary, but at stipulated intervals, it is dif- 
ficult to estimate the influence created for 
general intellectual and material advance- 
ment. 

The Georgia state agricultural society 
and other organizations have at various 
times earnestly advanced this idea. Every 
effort they put forth in the direction of 
making it a reality, will mean progress to- 
ward the solution of the economic, social 
and moral problems that are the common in- 
heritance. Incidentally, they will ‘ create 
throughout the country districts a finer co- 
operation and an increasing neighborliness. 


A MENACE 10 SOCIETY. 


Recent dispatches from Chicago, IIl., and 
Helena, Montana, indicate that what Amer- 
ica needs as well as a uniform divorce law, 
is a uniform marriage law. In Chicago, the 
validity of several thousand marriages is 
brought into dispute because of a doubt as 
to the legal status of justices of the peace. 
Montana, erroneous’ interpretations 
placed on the peculiar marriage and divorce 
laws of the state, pave the wdy to similar 
embarrassments. 

It does look that differ as the states may 
about corporation control and economic 
questions, they would take no chance in 
trifling with marriage, the fundamental in- 
stitution and foundation of society. Yet 
there are almost as many marriage laws 
in America as there are commonwealths, 
and if a strict technical interpretation of 
state rights is observed, it is easily pos- 
sible for a couple legally married in one 
state to live together in violation of law 
in anotber. The consequent menace to the 
children born of such unions need not be 
elaborated. , 

The “house of governors” in its several 
sessions has done something to co-ordinate 
sentiment for clarifying this intolerable sit- 
uation. But if ever _ there was a problem 
justifying the strong. arm and clear intelli- 
gence of the federal government, it is this 
one that touches the safety of society and 
the sancity of the home.

The board of electiona of Chicago has ta-

The point is, perhaps, a minor one, but 
it is the small thing that touches so nearly 
that chivalry, which not even equal suffrage 
should be able to blast out of the eternal 
masculine, 

Whether or not they are justified, women 
have an inherited and inborn aversion to 
confessing the truth about their years, aft- 
er they have passed the magic early twen- 
ties. 

They should not be compelled to sacri- 
fice that instinct, in some respects admir- 
able. 

Many of the western states admitting 
women to the ballot box have an effectual 
way for getting round this embarrassment. 

All that is necessary for the woman to 
qualify for‘the electorate is to swear or af- 
firm that she is of the legal voting age. 

That device satisfies the law, and leaves 
the exact age of the woman only open to 
that unkind speculation in which the pro- 
saic male sometimes indulges. 

Sooner or later, the whole country will 
be faced by the necessity of dealing with 
the woman voter, in some degree or another. 

Why not retain the courtesy of the cen- 
turies by making the harmless little west- 
ern subterfuge a regular part of the elec- 
tion law, where it applies to women”? 


CONSTRUCTIVE PROBES. 


The house of tepresentatives has acted 
wisely in authorizing federal investigations 
into the coal strikes in Colorado and the 
copper strikes in Michigan. Assumedly, the 
line of inquiry is to paralel similar investiga- 
tions into the industrial status in West Vir- 
ginia. 

As it is, the country and the world have 
been treated to widely dissimilar versions 
of these affairs. The operators have taken 
care to see that their side went to the pub- 
lic. The labor element has not been behind 
them in placing its own interpretation upon 
the situation. 

In many essentials the two accounts vary. 
Naturally, the public is at a loss as to the 
conclusion at which it should in justice ar- 
rive. 

Into this muddled situation, the clarify- 
ing influence of federal probes will come 
with happy effect. Certainly, if both capital 
and labor are assured of the righteousness 
of their cause, they should have no hesitancy 
in submitting the facts to an unbiased tri- 
bunal. Public opinion is fair, when it is in 
possession of the facts, and public opinion 
may be relied upon to do justice as between 
the disputants. 

The people of the United States cannot 
be too fully informed regarding the indus- 
trial situation in this country. We are en- 
tering an era the essential feature of which 
is and must be a square deal as between 
capital and labor, and pre-eminently, a 
square deal as between capital and labor on 
the one side, and the great third party, the 
public, on the other. 

It has happened too often in the past that 
once the giants of capital and labor locked 
horns, they forgot or minimized the stake 
of the outsiders upon whom both are depend- 
ent for support. 

We cannot afford to repeat the old and 
expensive errors, for in the last analysis it 
is the public that pays the cost for all in- 
dustrial disputes, whichever side triumphs. 
If, therefore, the public is to pay the bills, 
the public has a primary right to unbiased 
and accurate information. 

It is in this spirit that congress should 
approach its task of finding the truth in 
Colorado, Michigan, West Virginia or any 
other stats or territory, upon railroad or 
mine or fsttory, where labor and capital 
are in disagreement.

TRIAL OF JONATHAN WILD 


We read a great deal about the thieving 
trust in our day, and in a way look upon 
them as modern institutions. They have 
existed for centuries and in various fdérms. 
More than two hundred vears ago there was 
formed in England what was known as the 
“Thief Trust,”’ the head of which was 
Jonathan Wild. Wild was unique in the 
business, being a thief who never stole; a 
business man with no visible employment, a 
scoundrel who helped the law and a man of 
the law who helped scoundrels. In these 
varied occupations his name became famous 
at the time, and has ever since remained a 
synonym for villainy. 

, Wild was born in 1682. He 
maker by trade, but a thief by 
He went to London as a young man and lived 
a life of dissipation which quickly landed 
him in prison for debt. He remained there 
for four years and became acquainted with a 
number of the worst characters of London. 

When he emerged from jail, and with the 
knowledge he gained there, he drew about 
him a number of crooks and started in the 
business of thieving, employing them to do 
the work. while he would tfeceive the stolen 
goods. He hit upon a novel scheme. He 
would have his men steal the goods. and then 
he would hunt up the victims and promise 
to recover them for a stipulated sum. This 
worked admirably for a time, and Wild, as 
well as the thieves, found an abundance of 
profit in the scheme, 

By the world at large Wild: was consid- 
ered a clever detective, who was especially 
fortunate in tracing lost property. He man- 
aged to get the thieves wholly in his power, 
and by holding a threat over their heads be 
made the great army of crooks give him 
Slavish obedience. 

When roberry became so general parlia- 
ment was forced to pass a law making it 
a.felony for any one to take money on pre- 
tense of restoring stolen goods unless he 
should also produce the thief. Wild was, by 
this time, sufficiently wealthy to have re- 
tired, but the spirit of graft was too strong 
for him. At last in 1725 he was arrested, 
was tried and was sentenced to be hanged. 
He was apprehended at his house in the Old 
Bailey and was carried before’ Sir John 
Fryar. The charge against him was “that 
for many years he had been a confederate 
with a great number of highwaymen, pick- 
pockets, house-breakers, shop-lifters and oth- 
er thieves.” 

The trial was begun on Saturday, May 
15 the previous day the prisoner having dis- 
tributed among the jurymen a considerable 
number of printed papers, entitled “A list of 
the persons discovered, apprehended, and 
convicted of several robberies on the high- 
way by Jonathan Wild.” 

When the,jury took their seats, and the 
prisoner was brought to the bar, the coun- 
sel for the king took notice of his extraordi- 
nary proceeding in the distribution of these 
circulars, stating that such practices were 
unwarrantable, and not to be suffered in any 
court of justice as an effort to influence a 
jury. 

The trial of Wild lasted for a number of 
days and the most damaging evidence was 
brought against him, showing that he was 
the greatest rascal of the age and one of 
the greatest and cleverest that had ever been 
apprehended. He was found guilty and the 
death sentence was imposed upon him. 

The evening before the sentence was car- 
ried out Wild inquired how the noble Greeks 
and famous Romans, who slew themselves, 
came to be so glorious in history, and if 
self-murder was a crime. His jailers gave 
him.no opportunity for self-destruction. At 
the place of execution Wild, who had been 
till then half delirious by poison, began to 
recover and united with the other criminals 
in the public prayers, as well as the tumult 
and the clamor which seemed to give them 
relief. 

It is not easy to express with what rough- 
ness he was treated by the mob on the way 
to his execution, as well as when he went to 
the block. Instead of those signs of pity 
which they generally show when common 
criminals were going to execution, they re- 
viled and cursed him, and pelted him with 
dirt and stones continually. 

By ‘the time Wild came to the end of his 
journey he was considerably recovered from 
the disorder into which he had been thrown. 
The other malefactors being ready to be 
turned off, and the executioners telling 
Jonathan he might take any reasonable time 
to prepare himself, he continued sitting in 
the cart for a little time, but the mob grew 
so outraged at this indulgence that they 
called out incessantly to the hangman to 
do his office, and threatened to knock him 
On the head if he did not instantly perform 
it. He found delays very dangerous and, 
therefore, no longer deferred giving the pop- 
ulace the satisfaction they demanded. Thus 
ended the life of Jonathan Wild on May 24,

England’s Early Pensioners. 


(From The New York Times.) 

in the death of Viscount Cross England 
has lost its most costly pensioner. Ag an 
ex-cabinet minister of more than five years’ 
service, he was entitled to claim a pension 
of $10,900 a year From the accession of 
Gladstone’s government in 1892 Lora Cross 
drew this pension without intermission unti} 
his death. Pensioners are proverbially long 
lived, and the late peer. drew, altogether, 
$219,000 from his grateful country in recom- 
pense for his political services. 

The only other political pensioner whose 
term approached that of Lord Cross, was 
the late C. P. Villiers, who up to his death 
in 1898 had drawn $154, 000. When Mr. Vil- 
liers died he left a large fortune, a fact 
which caused astonishment in political cir- 
cles, as it is a condition of receiving one of 
these pensions that the applicant has te 
declare that he has not the means to main-™ 
tain his dignity as an ex-minister. 

Now that Lord Cross is dead, the only 
first-class pensioners are Lord George Ham- 
ilton, who up to the present has drawn 
$130,000, and Henry Chaplin, M. P.., who has 
drawn $70,000.

If the 
buyer thinks it will meet the wishes 
of her customers she buys it: if not, 
she turns it down. So that the suc- 
cess of a well-trimmed hat is up to 
the public after all. Therefore the 
trimmer must receive a well-defined 
course of training, she must go to 
those who know, who will direct her 
in the proper channels. If her train- 
ing has been sufficient she can go to 
the wholesaler or into business for 
herself well knowing that her train- 
ing will satisfy the peculiar desires 
of her trade. And this is but doing 
what other lines of trade and business 
are doing.

capital and space required and the cost 
of selling, the variety buginess affords 
the widest margin of profit of any line 
of merchandise. The variety line does 
not meet all the needs of a communi- 
ty and it must, therefore, be handled 
as a department or counter in a com- 
munity catered to by only one or a 
few stores. 

The variety line consists of the pop- 
ular priced profit-making specialties of 
many lines and the staples of none. 
it features only those goods for which 
there is a common and constant de- 
mand and on which a good profit can 
be made. It confines its investment 
and sales entirely. to those things 
which yield a positive and direct profit 
and it is not restricted as to rice, 
although most variety goods fall into 
the 5, 10 and 25-cent class. 

Most of the artcles handled by the 
Variety store are of every day prac- 
tical utility on the person, tn the home 
or in the office. This fact ig one of 
the most potent in making the suocceds 
of the variety business. It caters to 
FF the population in all phases of their 

e. 

Merchants often conduct one depart- 
ment that produces little profit in or- 
der to attract business to a more prof- 
itable department. The variety de- 
partment not only justifies its exist- 
ence in the profits it produces, but it 
brings trade to the store. that 
would not otherwise come, thus serv- 
ing a double purpose and returning a 
double profit. Moreover, as the varie- 
ty stock is controlled wholly by the 
wishes of the buyer, nothing need be 
carried that campetes with other de- 
partments or that for any reason ie 
unsuited to the trade. This flexibility 
of the variety stock is one of its great 
merits. There is no such thing as a 
complete or incomplete variety stock. 
A variety department or counter in 
the general or commissary store af- 
fords an ideal opportunity to display 
popular-priced specialities in glass- 
ware, tinware, enamelware, wooden- 
ware, etc. These goods brought to- 
gether and price ticketed appeal to 
every buyer, and the very smallness 
of their price suggests a purchase. 
Such a department kept up to date 
sgon will prove invaluable to any store 
and will continue to grow, turning its 
stock many times where higher priced 
goods turn once and paying a larger 
average direct profit, besides an indi- 
rect profit in advertising,

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Names of Southern Heroes 


For Canal Zone Batteries 


A resolution. 

Whereas, by army regulations, para- 
graph 201, the secretary of war of the 
United States is empowered with the 
naming of all military posts. 

And, whereas, the five forts and fif- 
teen batteries designed for the defense 
of the Panama canal have already re- 
ceived their names through order No. 
1538 issued by the war department, No- 
vember 24, 1911, at which time General 
Leonard Wood was chief-of-staff of the 
United States army; Hon. Henry IL. 
Stimson, of New York, secretary of 
war, and Hon. William Howard Taft, 
president of the United States. 

And whereas, in naming these forts 
and batteries, no recognition was given 
by these authorities to the men who, 
by .statesmanship, engineering genius 
and scientific Knowledge, made the 
Panama canal an accomplished fact. 

And whereas, with two exceptions 
in favor of foreigners, these coveted 
honors were bestowed upon deceased 
United States army officers whose mil- 
itary distinction was won in the war 
between the states. 

And whereas, the completion of the 
Panama canal is coincident with a half 
century of peace between the north and 
the south, affording an unsurpassed 
opportunity to the government of the 
United States to manifest to the world 
the completeness of a reunited country. 

Be it resolved by the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy in general con- 
vention assembled, That the chief-of- 
staff of the army, the secretary of war 
and the president of the United States 
be and are hereby respectfully request- 
ed to recall order No. 153 and so revise 
it that it shall in substance carry out 
the intent of this petition. 

And whereas, bv the original order 
163 the principal military reservation 
near the Pacific terminus of the Pan- 
ama canal was named Fort Grant, in 
honor of General Ulysses 8S. Grant, of 
the United States army, it is requested 

this convention that the principal 
military reservation near the Atlantic 
terminus of the Panama canal be 
named in honor of him whose services 
as an officer of the old army shed lus- 
ter upon its fame, and the purity of 
whose motives was unquestioned whén 
compelled by the stern voice of duty 
to use his sword against his former 
comrades in arms. as man and soldier 
leavine to his country a matchless 
name without stain and without re-

proach; a¥ commander-in-chief so val- 
lant and wise that he is justly reckon- 
ed by history as one of the greatest 
generals of the world; as a Christian 
esteemed by the pious as the peerless 
exemplar of the faith—Robert E. Lee. 

And whereas, the name, Fort Ama- 
dor, in honor of the first president of 
the republic of Panama is given the 
second place of honor on the Pacific 
side of the canal by order:+No. .153, it 
Is requested by this convention that 
the corresponding position of honor on 
the Atlantic side be given the name 
of Fort John T. Morgan, in honor of 
the father of the isthmian canal idea. 

And whereas, it is the further pur- 
pose of the government of the United 
States to establish army posts and 
great land defenses in the Panama Ca- 
na! Zone, 

Be it further resolved, That the 
proper authorities be and are hereby 
respechfully urged by this convention 
to give, in the bestowal of these thon- 
ors, due consideration to the Wen who 
planned and executed the Panama ea- 
nal, and whose genius made it the 
greatest, engineering triumph in the 
history of the world; namely: Colonel 
George Goethals, Colonel William Si- 
bert, Colonel William Gorgas, Major 
Gaillard and others eminently entitled 
by their distinguished services to have 
their names perpetuated in enduring 
form on the site of their achievements. 

It is also resolved, That the authori- 
ties, in further proof of the present 
era of good feeling and of national 
pride in the Panama canal as a triumph 
of American genius, be requested to 
give to the heroes of the United States 
army and the Confederate States army 
equak recognition in bestowing names 
upon all batteries to be established in 
the Panama Canal Zone, those specified 
in order No. 153, as well as all others 
that may hereinafter be established. 

Resolved further, That the corre- 
sponding secretary general of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
transmit copies of these resolutions to 
President Woodrow Wilson, Secretary 
of War Garrison and chief of staff, 
General Leonard Wood, U. S. A. 

The above resolution was offered bv 
Mrs. Thomas M. Owen, of Alabama, at 
the general convention, United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, New Orleans, 
La., November 12-15, 1918, and was 
unanimously adopted.

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Down Among Men. By Will Leving- 
ton Comfort. The last book by Mr. 
Comfort, a tormer Georgian, was parb- 
lished the latter part of 1915, and is, 
indeed, a new work that shows “a mark- 
ed progress in maturity.” It opens with 
an army on the maroh and a newspa- 
per man has been sent out to get news 
—no matter how, just so he gets it. The 
story tells how he beats all competi- 
tors in getting a splendid story. That 
is the first part of the story which tells 
how he figihts physically, his endurance 
to win the laurels in newspaperdom, 
but the last half of the book tells an- 
other story—the story of mental en- 
durance and the prize which is dearer 
than fame.

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AT BEING MAN OF GENIUS 


Author Refuses to Allow Por- 


trait to Be Included in 
Notable Collection. 


London, January 31.—Arnold Bennett 
must have become terribly modest;all 
of a sudden, for it appears that he re- 
cently declined to have his portrait 
published, in company with those of 
other male celebrities, in a book pro- 
visionally called “Men of Genius,’ and 
only gave his consent when the name 
of the work was changed to “Men of 
Mark.” The author of this work, who 
is my authority for the foregoing 
statement, is that internationally 
famous American photographer, Alvin 
Langdon Coburn, to whose exhibition 
of camera pictures at the ultra-fash- 
jonable Goupil Gallery all the social 
and literary world of London is now 
flocking. 

Coburn, by the way, now makes his 
home here, having tried New York for 
six months and found it “‘too wearing.” 
After describing nis decidedly original 
methods, he remarked that of all his 
sitters the one who gave him most 
trouble so far as getting a successful 
likeness was concerned, was Robert 
Bridges, the poet laureate. 

How Portrait Was Made. 

“I made this portrait ih my own stu- 
dio,” said the camera artist to me, “and 
twenty different plates were unsatis- 
factory. So I went to Oxford and pho- 
tographed him in his own library, sit- 
ting at the piano. His hair is a little 
ruffled, just as it was when he had 
been leaning back in his chair. I never 
touch my sitters in the way of smooth- 
ing their hair, or adjusting their ties 
or pulling down their collars. Even 
small things ‘ike these might be char- 
acteristic.” 

George Bernard Shaw Coburn de- 
scribed as one of the pleasantest sur- 
prises of his life. % 

“Of course, I had’ read all his books 
and plays before I met him,” he said, 
“and I expected something quite dif- 
ferent from this blue-eyed, fair-haired 
man, with the simpyre, kindly, unaf- 
fected manner. He was kindness itself 
to me, and he is always doing a good 
turn for someone.” 

Coburn phctographed W. B. Yeats 
while the poet was chanting one of his 
own odes, and his portrait of George 
Moore shows that author drinking in 
the beauties of a statuette by Rodin. 
Chesterton looks, as G. B. Shaw put it 
in a preface. “a large, abounding, gi- 
@antically cherubic person... swell- 
ine off the plate in the very act of 
being photographed,’ while Max Beer- 
bohm has a charming air of wondering 
serenity . 

Net a Woman Hater. 

Some peopie nave “deduced,” by the 
way from the fact that his present 
exhibition consistS of male portraits 
only, that the American artist is a mis- 
Ogynist, but he laughed when asked if 
this were a fact, and pointed out that 


the portraits in question are merely } 


those that compose his re-named “Men 
of Mark.” Coburn is now, he says, en- 
gaged on a similar series called “Won- 
derful Women,” which will contain 
@ particularly striking one of Mrs. Pat-

Writing of Arnold Bennett reminds 
me that, accompanied by his pretty 
French wife, *. has just quitted this 
island for Bel~ium, where he intends 
to get busy with a new play. Unlike 
Sir James Barrie, Bennett has not

CRIMINALS ARE COWARDS 
ON THE BATTLEFIELD 


Chief Surgeons of Italian Army 
Say They Are Unable to 
Stand Strain. 


> 


Berlin, January 31.—Criminals gen- 
erally turn out.to be cowards on the 
battlefield, according to observations 
in the cases of 228 men with jail or 
prison sentences in their record made 
during the campaign of Italy in Tri- 
poli by Dr. Consiglio, chief of staf 
surgeon with the Italian army and re- 
ported in a German medical paper. :Dr. 
Consiglio says: 

“The abnormal man is’- unfit for 
methodically disciplined effort in times 
of peace. In war, where the demands 
of discipline and the strain of sys- 
tematic preparations increase, he dis- 
plays invariably sooner or later a re- 
action against his surroundings, which 
manifests itself chiefly in morbid lack 
of discipline, disobedience, insubordi- 
nation or even desertion. The moral 
strain and the violent manifestations 
of war induce in such men physical 
disturbances, excitative crises, hysteric 
and epileptic attacks and acute in- 
sanity. They lack the possibility of 
methodic action, the iron will to re- 
spond to the multiple demands of the 
instant and to the continued physical 
and intellectual strain. 

“While the habitual criminal, 
“hough impulsive and aggressive to- 
ard superiors apd comrades, general- 
ly is cowardly in battle, there are 
among the occasional criminals, those 
who nave gone wrong through drink 
or love of adventure, many who dis- 
tinguish themseives in warfare. But 
even these relapsed regularly into 
breaches of discipline and were useless 
for ordered effort. 

“The soldier adapted to modern war- 
fare, capable of continued effort, able 
to retain his cool presence of mind in 
battle, is a man who has shown him- 
self in time of peace to be an able, 
well-disciplined citizen. The time 
seems to be past when the blind cour- 
age of the adventurer, unconscious of 
danger, constitutes: an especially val- 
uable element in deciding the fate of

I can’t re- 
eall his initials now—I was such a 
tot then——but he was one of the most 
delightful gentlemen I evér knew. He 
used to take me wpon his Knee and 
give me candy, which he had been able 
to get, from I don’t know what mys- 
terious source. 


NOT AFRAID, BUT 
JUST HOMESICK. 


“His men were encamped in the 
orchard just out there. They were 
very disheartened and downcast, too. 
Mother used to talk to them and com- 
fort them. They were not afraid, I 
think, but just homesick. I later came 
to know how they must have felt. 

“I am told that on the morning Hood 
took command 700 soldiers wanted to 
desert. I do not think you will find 
it written in history, however.

In two days these hills will 
be covered with Sherman’s men, and 
they will be fighting.’ 

“So the next day we moved into the 
city of Atlanta and took refuge in the 
handsome brick residence of Mr. 
Charles Sherrer, Sr. He was an Eng- 
lishman, and a very fine old gentle- 
man. |

“His residence stood on 
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Decatur 
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street, upon the same spot at present 
occupied by the police barracks. 

“We thought we would be safe there. 
But. soon they began to shell the city. 
I shall never forget the whistling of 
the shells. They would run the engine 
down the old Georgia railroad back of 
his residence and fire from it at the 
churches. When they began to throw 
the ‘red balis’ into the city each night 
Mr. Sherrer took us across the tracks 
and hid us in the basement of an old 
flour mill. 

“It was nearly Christmas before my 
mother brought us back to our home 
here. And when we got here there was 
hardly a thing left of it but the frame. 
We gathered together Doards of any 
description we could find and boarded 
up the house so that we could live in 
it. .In the meanwhile we lived tn the 
little kitchen in the backyard. 

“I shall never forget how I learned 
to spell. On one of the boards in our 


bedroom was a part of an advertise- 
ment. That board had.on it the word 


‘Chattanooga.’ From that word I got 
my first lessons In spelling. 


“Oh, my memories of those days 
come back so thick and fast that I 
could talk on almost indefinitely about 
them. 

“I hope that it will never fall to 
the lot of you gentlemen to live 
through days which leave such mem- 
ories as mine. 

“T hope that you will be able to get 
some sort of a tablet to mark the spot 
of the transfer of -.command over on 
the Howell Mill road. All these old 
spots should be marked, for in a very 
few years most of us who remember 
will have departed, and there will be 
no one left who can tell those who 
come after where these things hap- 
pened.” 

Fred Houser has written to Con- 
gressman William Schley Howard to 
find what he is able to do toward hav- 
ing appropriate monuments erected on 
such sites, and is planning for a fitting 
celebration of the semi-centennial of 
the events connected with the battle of 
Atlanta.

Granted that the aspirant for a sing- 
ing career is gifted with an extraordi- 
nary volce, exceptional talents, quick - 
ened intelligenee, a healthy, strong 
physique and an idealistic nature, the 
two important questions are: “Has the 
aspirant an intense desire to sing for 
the sake of self-expression? Has the 
aspirant the power for self-sacrifice, 
concentration and cgurage’” 

If these questions can be answered 
affirmatively there remains nothing 
than to proceed to work. While it is 
necessary that the voice be thoroughly 
ang correctly trained, the greatest ef- 
fort should be devoted to securing a 
broad musical education, for virtually 
no person can attain the highest guc- 
cess aS a singer without extended 
study of proper character. 

Quite naturally, the one who 
to learn to sing well as an amateur 
need not feel it imperative to go as 
far or as deeply as the individual who 
has a professional career in mind, but 
the same general. rules should apply in 
both instances because those who 
would entertain their friends ought, 
in the nature of things, to strive for 
excellence, even though it be for some- 
thing apart from financial profit. 

Atm for Loftier Standard. 

1 personally know of several cases 
where amateur vocalists have exhib- 
ited a skill that would have done 
credit to a professional. Needless te 
say, their abilities have compelled a 


wishes 


respect, for the very evident reason 
that they performed their tasks sin- 
cerely and well. There is sufficient im- 
petus nowadays for the amateur to en- 
deavor to approach in efficiency the 
professional in any line of undertak- 
ing. Therefore I would urge the singer 
who wishes to sing solely for self- 
gratification and the delight of others 
to aim for the lofty standard in the 
singer's art. 
Admitting that the adequate train- 
of the voice, from the technica] 
side, is a prime essential to whom- 
ever would sing in a superior man- 
ner, it is a mere bagatelle in compari- 
son to the training of the mind mu- 
Sically. Where it' is possible, this 
mental training should begin when one 
is young, practically at the same pe- 
riod that a literary education com- 
menced. 

A child of 5 can learn to tead music 
notes as easily as letters of the alpha- 
bet, and if the same amount of time 
each day be given to reading of music 
as to reading languages the child wil 
acquire a music reading facility long 
before a similar ability is attained in 
the matter of reading language books 
of the same relative grade. 

Another branch of study of 
importimrce to the person who would 
excel as a singer is that relating to the 
piano, because in such work the stu- 
dent learns to recognize not only the 
melody of a composition, but the entire 
harmonic construction as well. Al- 
though many contend that the best in- 
strument for a singer to conquer is the 
violin, it impresses me as erroneous, 
for a child’s ear may deceive it in play- 
ing the violin, something which can- 
not happen if the instrument be the 
piano. 

Should Be Competent Pianist. 

It is to the singer's great advantage 

to be a competent, if not an expert.

Even though the services of 
an accompanist may be readily avail- 
able, this pianistic facility adds to the

From my own observation, I should say

and harmony during the four to six 
years ordinarily required to become a 
proficient singer. 

The singer who hae gained a reliable 
voice control. mastered enunciation 
and articulation, phrasing and dram- 
atic expression has only gotten started. 
When, in addition to these things, he 
possesses a thorough musical education 
that includes piano playing, a knowl- 
edge of harmony and musical history, 
he has gained genuine progress. But i 
he joins to these elements a study of 


tall the principal solos in the standard 


oratorios and operas, a liberal number 
of the best Lieder and has also learned 
to both read—understandingly and 
pronounce correctly English, French, 
German and Italian and sing these lan- 
| guages with good tone quality he is in 
the position as regards the musical 
world that a university . graduate 
cupies in either the scientific or liter- 
ary realms. 

He has not, in all likelihood, become 
a great singer or anything approaching 
it. He has simply gained the common 
knowledge of the rest of his fellows 
and prepared to put his feet on the 
platform with real artists and take the 
first steps in the way of achievement. 
The hardest work is then at hand and 
these inexperienced folk who form the 
ranks of beginners are only in the rear 
of an army that is fighting the real 
battle. 

Success at a bound can sometimes be 
gained because chance allows oppor- 
tunities, but such a position cannot be 
maintained without thorough prepara- 
tion, lon@w experience and unflagging 
effort, that must often be heroic. It is

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I would say to a singer who wishes to 
rise and hold a place, even for only a 
few years, that thorough preparation 
is imperative. 

Works Positive Harm. 

Training the voice, which is one of 
the first considerations, should proceed 
in accordance with the laws of nature 
which have provided us with the means 
of expressing thoughts and emotions. 
Teachers of voice should give no tech- 
nical exercise that does not permit the 
expressing of at least some primitive 
emotion. The constant practice to 
make long sustained tones, run scales 
and employ other vocal gymnastics 
commonly employed by instructors 
without thought of anything save to 
produce sounds not only takes 
the singer’s so-called native tone qual- 
ity, but works positive harm to the 
facile handling of the voice. 

It is too often said that a singer 
has lost his earlier sweetness of voice 
through cultivation. This deplorable 
state of affairg which is often true, 
happens because the student learned to 
think only of tone placement instead 
of being taught to think in the natural 
and right way by ~permitting' the 
technic of voice production to come as 
the result of carrying in the mind the 
expressiveness desired in conveying 
the meanings of the song. The singer 
who proceeds in this manner invariably 
expresses the emotion ideally, and 
heightens and embellishes it by the ac- 
cent and rhythm of the musical set- 
ting. 

As is evident from what I have said, 
I believe that the technical side of 
singing should accompany the learning 
of songs, arias and recitatives—it 
should be made to fit what is being in- 
terpreted. To start for a definite goal, 
whether it be grand or light opera or 
the concert field, with the idea of ad- 
'hering rigidly for a certain time each 
day’ to dry, voice-production work is 
not, to my mind, the right way to pro- 
ceed. 

M% own career, which was like that 
of most other successful artisfS, car- 
ried me into the concert realm at first. 
It was from that that I subsequently 
developed the ability that carried me 
to the grand opera stage. Inasmuch 
as the concert beginning is the intro- 
ductory and natural step, I want now 
to consider the serious task of choos- 
ing songs. 


Choosing Songs, 

Coming to this subject we are com- 
pelled to consider the giving of songs, 
or exercises, set to texts in languages 
which the student may not know. It 
is a mistaksg of the most serious sort 
to try to sing in a tongue which the 
student cannot speak with moderate 
facility and intelligence. Even though 
the singer may comprehend the mean- 
ings of each of the words unless there 
is present a clear comprehension of 
the subtlest shades of meaning the 
audience, whether it knows the lan- 
<uage or not, will unconsciously sense 
an absence of a certain quality which 
the singer’s ignorance compels. 

The efficient and painstaking teach- 
er will select the songs especially suit- 
ed to the student, and likewise decide 
what oratorio and operatic arias should 
be taken up. Precisely how perfect 
they are to be sung depends chiefly 
upon the talent, the aptitude 
seriousness of the singer, for there are 
so many factors entering into the supe- 
rior interpretations of composition that 

the cultivation of each in its relation 
to all necessary. 

Enunciation is one 
portant of all the attributes to good 
singing, and it can be acquired only 
through long and intelligent practice 
upon consonants. The delivery of 
vowels is an easy task, which comes 
naturally with the emission of tone, 
but the proper utterance of consonants 
calls for extraordinary art. If 
consonants clearly and incisively 
enunciated, words will be easily 
understood. the other hand, no 
matter how may be the vowel 
sound no syllable can be distinguished 
by the ear where consonants are 
slighted.

never impelled me to visit one. 
are, indeed, unattractive places 
to the imagination that has never seen 
and draws its own conclusions and 
conceptions from the word of others. 
Therefore, as I journeyed.to Alto I 
expected varied and sundry scenes at 
the end of my trip, which scenes would 
be built around characters haggard and 
emaciated and more dead than alive 
and merely living because the superin- 
tendent and hospital corps wouldn't let 
them die, yet awhile. 

I anticipated a long, gloomy build- 
ing, with solid white walls and heavily 
carpeted floors, with trim nurses in 
white tip-toeing from room to room, 
whispering orders and demanding 
silence with fingertips to the lip, and 
a general atmosphere of groaning and

wailing and gnashing of teeth, sand- 
wiched with the regulation specter of 
death clothed in regulation ghastli- 
ness. 

Well, to make a sad story entirely 
otherwise, I got a surprise of my life, 
which means a lot, coming, as it does, 
from a police repecter. The only 
groans I hea ere from the chief 
cook—No, they don’t call ’em chéfs, 
because things are natural up there— 
who emitted gutteral criticism of that 
kind when an allegedly able assistant 
flavored goulash forgetfully with gar- 
lic, a home product, by the way. 

And, the only wailing and gnashing 
of teeth was from a quite pretty young 
patient, who failed to find among the 
incoming mail a missive from—well, 
to tell the truth, she didn’t say, but 
everybody had their suspicions. The 
specter of death? Oh, yes! I forgot 
the lonesome old pine! Sure, he was 
there, but he wisely kept his distance 
with a valley and brook between. 
NURSES , 

DIDN’T TIPTOE. 

And, the nurses didn't tip-toe about, 
either! They walked as heartily as you 
please and sang snatches of song, and 
radiated a very joy of living that did 
their various patients almost as much 
good as the sunshine. Neither were 
the buildings gloomy and foreboding. 
There wasn’t only one building, to be- 
gin with. Buildings are decidedly 
\lural, in this case, and scattered all 
about the premises, bathed in a wealth 
of sunshine and literally floundering 
in the breezes that sift through the 
pines. 

The main building—the administra 
tion building—contains the kitchen, a 
modern and up-to-date affair—dining 
rooms, office of superintendent, recep- 
tion parlors and the infirmary. Here 
are installed the patients in whom the 
disease is furthest advanced. The 
nurses also occupy these quarters, 
sleeping outdoors, as do every man, 
woman and child on the hill. 

There are somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of ninety patients at present— 
the plant’s capacity. These are scat- 
about in cottages—‘‘shacks” in 
the vernacular—small buildings with 
wide piazzas and but little indoors, 
where the patients sleep in the open. 
There are twelve in all of these build- 
ings, with prospects of early erection 
of more. 

Each “shack” is fitted with hot and 
cold water, shower baths, electric 
lights and comfortable sleeping facili- 
ties, and sewerage. The plant main- 
tains its own electric and water and 
sewerage plants, having only recently 
constructed qa modern sewage disposal 
plant. The entire institution, as it now 
stands, cost in the neighborhood of 
$50,000. 

The state furnishes only $20,000 an- 
nually for maintenance. A vigorous 
fight is being waged for a larger dona- 
tion in order to enlarge the capacity, 
and to equip the plant with needed 
facilities. Miss Jessamine Whitney, 
attached to the W. G. Raoul tuberculo- 
sis fund, who is now engaged in mak- 
ing a survey of the state preparatory 
to the donation of $50,000 for the pre- 
vention of the ravage, will place be- 
fore the legislature statistics revealing 
50,000 cases of tuberculosis in the 
state, with a yearly death rate of 5,000 
—horrifying conditions! 

This, alone, officials of the sani- 
tarium say, will be an effective plea 
in procuring a larger apprepriation. 


Reports of the phenomenal success of 
the institution Will also add to the ef- 
fectiveness of the fight, which will be 
led by Dr. Jeff Davis, of Toccoa, chair- 
man; Dr. J. N. McClure, of Norcross; 
Dr. T. R. Whitley, of Douglasville, and 
C. H. Ri¢hardson, of Montezuma, who 
compose the executive board. 

The executive board held its annual 
meeting in the administration building 
last week, planning for the coming 
seasons and receiving the survey of 
last year’s work. The entire board 
fas profuse in its praise of the staff 
for the gratifying work accomplished 
during the past vear. The successful 
efforts of Dr. W. V. Paramour, superin- 
tendent, received especial attention. 

Dr. Paramour a decidedly young 
man, unmarried, and only recently come 
from tuberculosig sanitariums in Mary- 
land and Balktimore, in the latter of 
which he was on the staff of the Bal- 
timore city hospital. He has devoted 
his life’s study and efforts to the 
white plague, and, in injecting his own 
methods and ideas into the progress of 
his institution, has achieved amazing 
results. 

Dr. Paramour is a native Georgian, 
His theories of discipline—which is im- 
posed more or less rigidly in every 
colony for the contagiously diseased— 
of regularity in habits and life of his 
colonists, and his original modes of 
cure, in the accomplishment of which 
he depends almost entirely upon na- 
ture, have attracted widespread atten- 
tion among the- rapidly increasing 
reaim of nation-wide fighters of tuber- 
culosis. . 

BACK 
TO NATURE. 

His one dominant theme is restora- 
tion to nature. ‘The medical dispensary 
of his sanitarium occupies no 
larger than an apartment bathroom. 
and its chief contents are what he be- 
lieves to the tubercular patient's 
most beneficial balm—cleansing ma- 
terial, such as plain, ordinary soap and 
water—which beneficial to patients 
other than tubercular. An undisputed 
fact!

and drink of the consump- 
tive colony is another of its greatest 
assets. Dr. Paramour’s theory is that 
the best milk is that from which noth- 
ing has been taken and in which noth- 
ing has been placed. In _ short; just 
milk, pure, unadulterated milk. The 
plant maintains its own dairy, and its 
product is as wholesome and life-giv- 
ing as the flow from a virgin breast. 
Daily inspections are made of the dairy 
Dlant and its stock—its kalsomined in- 
terior is immaculate, and it is kept as 
sanitary and orderly as expert house- 
wivery can achieve. 

Milk and water are the colonists’ 
only beverages. An amount of the 
vegetables are grown on the plant and 
only the best of food is kept in the 
commissary. Pure and plentiful feed 
is as essential to the consumptive as 
the air and sunshine. After all, “the 
cure,” in its final analysis, resolves to 
this: 

Fresh air. 

Unlimited sleep. 

Pure and plentiful food. 

Regulation habits and recreation. 

Exercise and abstinence. 

That’s the cure for tuberculosis, as 
applied by Dr. Paramour. And, if 
you'll notice, ,the apothecary plays 
quite an unimportant part therein. In 
fact, he plays no part at all. Nature

Literally isolat- 
ed on the summit of its mountain 
home, the colonists are forced to draw 
entirely upon the resources of the camp 
for pleasure, amusement, enterprise 
and entertainment. They have a 
figurative mayor, a chief of police, a 
city council—a whole civic administra- 
tion, in fact.

Then, there is another interesting 
phase of camp life—its society element.
